Confidential Informant T-2 has known SUBJECT since 1954. 

T-2 stated that he pays his bills promptly and in 1957 was an 
attorney for the INTERNAL REVENUE SERVICE. 



Confidential Informant T-3 reported that SUBJECT took out 
a $50,000.00 policy with the MANUFACTURER'S LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY 
of TORONTO, ONTARIO, CANADA in November, 1963* The agent in this 
transaction was HARRY I. BASS.

SUBJECT, with the following results. SUBJECT was issued traffic 
tickets on April 8, 19&3, for running a stop sign; September 17, 
1963, for an improper turn; and October 26, 1963, for speeding.
